The letter was to tho offect thet Bis 
Fxcellency..had been advised ‘ that these 
by-laws aro uitended appatontly to regulate 
the application of the extraordinary powers 
conferred by section 29 of the Public Health 
Ordinance, and thay ought to be framed 
with the utmost possibly precision. 
The powers.given tothe Sanhary Suporin- 
tendent by Article 1 are altogether too 
loosely dofined, - Article 2 is also too loose : 
“further enquiry or action '"—what is meant 
by’ this? The respopsibility for oompul- 
sorily removing from his home a patient suf- 
foring from disease ought to be fixed some- 
whore.

to be nowhere. The article 2 ought also 
to say somothing about where the patient 
is tobe removed to, Tho later words of 
article 6 are not proper for a by-law.

Jawaare 1n- 
tended to be definite directions precisely 
adapted to the practical work that ‘hos to 
bo dono by people who understand it, 
Articles 8, 9 and 10 are beyond the 
proper scope of by-laws. I'am to add, 
however, that, under the circumstances, 
His Excellency will be prepared to con- 
sider thy expediency of legislation in res- 
pect of the grievances which are considered 
not properly the subject of by-laws if the 
Board deem it to be necessary.’

The Board then discussed a report by 
the Tnspactor of Marketa with regard to 
tho regulation of cattle depots and agreed 
that they had no power to compol 
owners to put cattle in Government 
depots, and that the Inspector of Markets 
and the:Secretary bo instrusted to draw 
up by-lawa regulating pens &c, not 
going beyond the scope of the section,

NO SMALL POX THIS YEAR. 

Papers on the subject of vaccination in 
India were-laid on the table. The Chair- 
man took the opportunity of mention- 
ing that only two cases of small-pox 
had occurred this year and had been 
sent to the Civil Hospital, They were 
from .ships. One cage was very trifling, 
there being leas than a dozen pimples and 
the other-case was found to be chicken 
pox. (This is rather Irish}. Thera was no 
case of true small pox in tho colony ‘as yet. 
There was no variola nor any suspicious 
case. 

The Registrar Genoral said that?no death 
had beon reported from small pox this 
year, nor since what was commonly called 
the stoull pox season began. 

Sume talk then took pluce about 
lymph, the opinion heing tha: it could 
not be got better thao in Japan 
and that it was useless to cultivate it here, 

Dr Oantlie said it.wns well to record the 
fact that they got it in an active condition 
froto Japan, as there wus almoat no other 
purt of the world where it would be got to 
to keep 20 long. 

Tt was agreed to ask the British Cunsal 
at Yukvhama to obtain information as to 
the way the ‘apancse ubtained their su pe- 
rior preparation. 

Mr Humphreys said they put in 50 per 
cent of glycerine and clased the tins with 
sealing wax. 


INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 

It was agresd to giva the Chairman 
power to carry out*section 74 of the Ordin-

ABSCONDING SCOUNDRELS. 


To the Editor of the * Cumna Dia,” 
16th January. 
81r,—I have alwaya had a little syin- 
pathy for te youth who is led into extra- 
vagant habits here by tho laxity with which 
credit is given to all and sundry. 

A young man finds he can gat almost 
évorything for which he aske, all that he 
has to do being*to sign a chit. Ho never 
thinks of the reckoning day ontil disaster 
stares hit in the face. But, although ono 
may sympathise somewhat with the young 
man when the day of calamity does come, 
it is not » wise policy to try aud shelter 
him from the consequences of his acts, A 
few recent cxges, inoreover, that have occurr- 
edin Hongkong have been of a rather more 
eorious kiud than the ordinary. cases of 
improvidence; and I think the guilty parties 
ought to be expused and if possible puni- 
shed. [n the case of the fellow Passinore 
we havaa man wh:, possessed of money 
sufiicient to pay his creditors, ‘endeavours 
to escape without fultilling his obligations. 
T fail to seo how his conduct is much lesa 
wicked than that of the man who. ateale 
goods from a morchant’s shop, and it is a 
pity the law cannot impose as haavy a 


penulty in the one case as iu the .othor 
One of the worat features of the case I 
mention is that this kind of procedure 
seems to receive considerable sympathy 
from a certain section uf the public. Thexr 
on good authority that Passmore actually 
did get off withdut satisfying one half of his 
obligations and that his fight was assisted 
by a number of young fellows who shielded 
him from tho enquiring bailiff. : 
scarcely..think these young friends.of- his 
redtised’:that ‘they were, if not legally, at 
least morally comimitzing as grave au offence 
86 assisting a thief to urcape with pluader. 
The other ease I wish to refer specially 
to is that of a young man named J. R 
Solomon—I think the fall name of such 
acuundrels ought to be givens-who managed 
to leave the Colony with debts to the amount 
of 3900. The procedure of this young man 
was as bid as. that of the other, He not 
only coutracted debts he could hive had 
no prospect of paying with bis walary, but 
shortly before hv left he borruwed from all 
he came across, not even spating acquain- 
tances whose small income is scarcely 
sulticient for their maintenance. Of course 
‘one fine morning he was not to be 
found and his friends’ were, left lamenting. 
Again I must say that I think this con- 
duct is about as siufal as regular thieving. 
I join with thass whe deplore ‘the credit 
aystem, a great deal of which is altogether 
unnecessary, So far as the hotels ara con- 
cerned: there is. now no more difficulty here 
in carrying about small change than there 
is at homo, - Tho rule of cash payment has 
only to bo enforced to be fuand. beneficial 
to all concerned, But all will not be done 
then. A healthier feeling must be crested 
in.the Colony. Nout only must it be. real- 
isod that honest people have to pay .the 
losses caused by these scoundrels, but their 
conduct must be viewed, muet be repudiated 
mure eternly, and no sympathy: shown for 
their procedure, It ought ‘to be the en- 
deavour of all to prevent them from. escup- 
ing punishment. I do:not know how far the 
‘ .be-improved s0 as‘ te meet auch 
canes, but if by any means ‘justice could be 
dealt'out to euch absconders it would be 
well for the Oolony.— Yours,

’ PEKING XEWS. 
Peking, Dec. 13. 

The vew, Poi-ttang Cathodrst was 
solemnly consecrated on Sunday, Decamber 
the 9th.  Tbere was « large attondance of 
the membora of the Foreign “Legations, 
Cuatoms aud H ‘The Forogn Re- 
presentatives wore in full uniform, ane four 
of the’ Ministers of the Tsung-li Yamén 
were’ also present.. The place of honour 
was of course voewpied by Bishop Tagliabue, 
who was supported by a Inrgy staff of foreign 
and nitive priests. Mass was‘ouid after the 
consecration, and ao efficient brass band 
played appropriate sacred music. Tho en- 
tire ecclesinstical staff paraded the larga 
and handsome building in every part, the 
Bishop: sprinkling holy water on the 
walla as he slowly passed slong, while a 
suitable hymn 3 Latin. was beantifally 
chanted by the .large choir .of: Gpriests. 
Among tho foreign Ministers, the {place 
of honout was’ reserved for the Fronch 
Minister. After the dedication a. most 
sumptuous breakfast was served: far over 
some hundred guests. The sisters. of 
charity with the fureiyn ladies oceupiod a 
part of the Cathedral and had ‘brea 
by thomselvea, superintonded by the Lady 
Superior. Speeches in: French: were ‘de- 
Hivered by the Bishop and tho Ministers. 
Gne toast! was given. by Cul. Denby in 
excellunt and Quent Freach-in honour - 
Pere Faviar; the distinguished -priest-arch 
tect of this noble: buildiug—the “finest of 
the four Roman Catholic: Churches’ at the 
capital. -It was received with the greatest 
enthusiasm and ‘shewed how well deserved 
the compliment was: and what 4 general 
favourite the able Father is. He wore his 
bsautiful Chinese official dress’ and blie 
button on thé occasion. ‘The’ day’ was 
rather dail and gloomy and-cold, and the 
chilly feeling inside was only relieved by 
the interesting ceremonial and the beanty 
of the edifice... The Bishop and Pere Favier 
have made calls of thanks upon the Lega- 
tiona for their attcudance ut the ceremony. 

After several nights of tho alco'ric illu- 
mination, which was wi'nessed by crowds 
of officials and people, tho whole apparatus 
has been conveyed to the pulace of the 
Seventh Prince for inspection and trial 
previous to buing taken into the Palace. 
‘Lhe engine was-transported to the residence 
of Prince Ch‘un on the night of the 12th, 
being drawn by hundrede of coolies and the 
streets lined with soldivry. -It took ‘seven 
hours to cover some two miles ¢ 

The Temple of Heaven incident has boon 
satisfactorily arranged, the: Tsung-li Yamén 
having in an official deapatch expressed to 
H.E.. the Gorman Minister: their regrét at 
what’ has “happened.
